NEW SCHEDULE ON BURLINGTON

I only want the state to get
ite royalty from the lakeas on state
lande. [ wish to help and encourage
the potash Industry, but not at the
expense of the state of Nebraska.

HERE ONE WEEK

Federal lmlrmm- Tax Officer to llo Bta-
tloned In Alliance From Jan-
uary 7th to 15th

In a communication recelved by
this paper, Colector of Internal Rev-
enue George L. Loomis, announces
that a federal Income tax officer will
be pent into this county on January
7th and will be here until January
16th, He will have his office In the
court house in Alllance and will be
there every day ready and willing to
help persons subject to the income
tax make out their returns without
any cost to them for services,

How many Income ,taxpayers will
there be in Box Butte county? If
you can guess how many married
persons living with wife or husband
will have net incomes of $2,000 or
over and how many unmarired per-
sons will have net incomes of $1,000
or over this year, then you know.
The collector of internal revenue es-
timates that there will be 210 tax-
payers in this county.

Returns of Income for the year
1917 must be made on forme pro-
vided for the purpose before March
1, 1918, Because a good many peo-
ple don't understand /the law and
won't know how to make out their
returng, the government o sending
in this expert to do it for them. But
the duty is on the taxpayer to make
nimself known to the government,
It he doesn't make return as re-
guired before March 1 he may have
to pay a penalty ranging from $20
to $1,000, pay a fine or go to jail.
So if you don't wan! to take chaneces
on golng to jail, you better call on
the income tax man. If you are not
sure about being subjlect to the tax,
better ask  him and maeke gure,
Whether you see the income tax man
or not, you must make return if sub-
Jeet to 1ax, '

Of course, persons residing in oth-
er counties may, If they want to,
come and sec the income tax man
who will be at Alllance,
